The College Bred Farmer. 

Professor L II. Bailey, director of 
the (’ornell I’nlvervlty College of Agri¬ 
culture, la the third of bis aeries of 
article* for the Century give* a result 
of his Inquiry among his students as to 
what practical use they expect to put 
their education. Of the 170 replies r* 
cel red seventy-eight were those of 
studeuts reared on the farm. Of these 
sixty eight desired to go Into practical 
faruiiug and *ight Into teaching or ex¬ 
perimental work.
